grows  larger.  One  cannot  always  find  the  book  he 
needs,  but  it’s  worth  the  try.

The  object  of  this  student  sale  is 
to  provide  students  a place  where 
they  can  sell  their  books  if  they 
aren’t  satisfied  elsewhere. 

A student  may  bring  his  book 
to  the  sale  and  the  committee  that 
is  handling  it  gives  him  a tag  on 
which  he  writes  his  own  price  and 
offers  the  book  with  all  the  other 
books  of  the  same  kind.  If  the 
price  is  much  higher  than  that  of 
others  of  the  same  kind  or  is 
higher  than  the  selling  price  in  the 
BYU  Bookstore,  it  will  not  likely 
be  sold. 

Therefore,  chances  are  good 
that  the  price  offered  at  the  sale 
are  lower  than  those  in  the  BYU 
Bookstore  and  an  unofficial 


pricing  found  the  average  price  for 
some  of  the  most  popular  books  is 
about  a dollar  lower  at  the 
Student  Sale. 

A student  reported  that  he  had 
bought  two  books  for  one  class  at 
a savings  of  six  dollars  over  the 
Bookstore  price. 

Smaller  Selection 

But  students  can  only  buy 
books  if  they  are  for  sale,  and  this 
year’s  sale  offers  fewer  books  than 
previous  sales. 

The  sale  has  been  averaging 
$3,000  a day  and  the  committee 
expects  a $20,000  turnover  before 
the  sale  ends,  as  much  as  previous 
sales.  Because  the  sale  is 
non-profit,  all  the  money  will  be 
given  back  to  the  students  who 
sold  the  books. 


Role  Of  BYU,  Topic 
Of  Wilkinson  Address 


President  Wilkinson,  now  in  his 
20th  year  as  president  of  BYU, 
has  been  invited  by  the  Assembly 
Committee  to  speak  at  Thursday’s 
special  Devotion  assembly. 

“The  assembly  was  originally 
scheduled  as  a forum  assembly 
with  Roger  Mudd,  CBS  White 
House  correspondent,  as  the 
featured  speaker.  Mr.  Mudd  had 
to  cancel  his  engagement  because 
of  a commitment  with  CBS 
television. 

Title  of  the  talk  is  “The  Unique 
Role  of  BYU  Among  Universities 
of  America,”  discussing  with 
students  the  responsibilities  and

opportunities  they  have  at  BYU  as 
the  new  semester  begins. 

This  will  be  President 
Wilkinson’s  first  address  since  the 
death  of  LDS  Church  President 
David  O.  McKay,  who  also  was 
president  of  the  BYU  Board  of 
Trustees.  It  is  reported  to  be  the 
only  address  that  he  will  deliver  to 
the  student  body  during  the 
second  semester. 

President  Wilkinson  was  born  in 
Ogden  on  May  4,  1899,  and  was 
reared  in  what  he  calls  “hell’s 
half-acre”  on  the  wrong  side  of 
the  tracks.  He  attended  Weber 
College  and  graduated  from  BYU 
in  1921,  George  Washington 
University  Law  School  in  1926 
and  Harvard  University  in  1927 
when  he  received  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  juridical  science. 

He  was  formerly  a member  of 
the  law  firm  headed  by  Hon. 
Charles  Evans  Hughes,  and  later 
opened  his  own  firm  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  which  was 
noted  for  its  handling  of  the  Ute 
Indian  cases  in  the  U.S.  Court  of 
Claims. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  became  president 
of  BYU  in  January  of  1951,  and 
since  that  time  the  school  has 
increased  500  per  cent  to  an 
enrollment  of  26,651,  the  largest 
private  university  in  the  U.S. 


Theatre's  Movie  Policy 
Explained  By  Advisers

Questions  concerning  the  movie  policy  at  the  Varsity  Theater  were 
clarified  yesterday  by  Lyle  Curtis,  director  of  business  at  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  and  Jay  Eitner,  asst,  director  of  business. 

Criticism  had  arisen  after  the  censoring  of  the  film  “Planet  of  the 
Apes”  and  during  the  showing  of  “Camelot,”  which  was  in  poo- 
condition. 

Director  Curtis  explained  that  the  films  for  the  Varsity  Theater  wen 
selected  from  categories  assembled  by  the  Catholic  Legion  of  Decency. 

The  best  films  from  the  top  two  categories,  A-l  and  A-2,  are  selected 
and  shown  without  a preview.  Asst.  Director  Eitner,  who  has  directed 
the  Varisty  Theater  program  for  the  last  six  years,  stated  that 
“Camelot”  was  not  previewed  since  it  was  in  the  A-l  or  A-2  category. 
Previewing  Possible 

Previewing  of  films  is  usually  possible  since  the  prints  are  sent  to  the 
University  on  the  Friday  of  the  week  preceding  the  film’s  scheduled 
run. 

“We  ask JhenLfor  the  best  print  they  have  and  they  usually  send  us 
the  worst,”  noted  Eitner,  in  explaining  the  theater’s  relationship  with 
the  film  studios. 

Eitner  explained,  however,  that  a film  must  be  in  such  bad  condition 
that  it  is  physically  impossible  to  show  the  film  before  it  will  be  sent 
back  to  the  studio. 

Only  once  has  a film  had  to  be  returned  for  this  reason,  said  Eitner 
He  explained  that  he  called  the  studio,  told  them  he  was  sending  the 
film  back,  and  received  a better  print  the  next  day. 

However,  all  A-3  and  A-4  films  are  either  previewed  or  opinion  is 
sought  from  those  who  have  seen  the  film. 

If  it  (the  film)  tends  to  take  the  Lord’s  name  in  vain  or  has  an  excess 
of  sex  or  nudity,  then  we  won’t  show  it,”  Curtis  said. 

“I  take  all  the  responsibility,”  said  Asst.  Director  Eitner  concerning 
the  censoring  of  “Planet  of  the  Apes.”  He  explained  that  in  his 
judgement  the  use  of  the  Lord’s  name  at  the  end  of  "Apes”  was  in  vain 
and  was  “entirely  unnecessary.” 

“There  is  no  way  to  please  everyone,  but  no  one  is  deprived  in  not 
having  to  listen  to  cursing,”  he  further  noted. 

Pantomiming  Sufficient 

Eitner  also  said  that  he  felt  that  leaving  the  scene  in,  with  Charlton 
Heston  pantomiming  his  words,  was  sufficient  to  let  the  viewer  know 
what  he  was  saying. 

Only  three  or  four  times  have  films  been  censored  in  the  past  said 
Director  Curtis. 

“I  try  to  qualify  all  the  films  before  they  are  shown  here  so  that  we 
don’t  have  to  doctor,”  explained  Eitner,  who  is  also  an  adviser  to 
student  government. 

He  said  that  his  judgment  is  criticized  regularly  but  stated,  “I  am 
going  to  please  as  many  people  as  I can  within  the  framework.  When 
only  one  out  of  10  films  is  acceptable  within  our  framework,  it  makes 
my  job  difficult.” 


Students  Protest  Y Meet 


SEATTLE,  Wash.  (AP)  - The 
University  of  Washington  said 
Tuesday  that  three  students  have 
been  identified  as  among  20-25 
blacks  who  disrupted  a gymnastic 
meet  Saturday  night  with  BYU. 

Alvin  Ulbrickson,  vice  president 
for  student  affairs,  said  the  three 
have  been  referred  to  Reginald 
Root,  dean  of  men,  who  will  give 
them  an  informal  preliminary 
hearing.  Their  names  were  not 
disclosed. 

Root  will  decide  whether  to 
refer  their  cases  to  the  university 


disciplinary  committee  for  formal 
charges. 

The  demonstrators  dumped 
eggs,  oil,  catsup  and  salad  dressing 
on  mats  in  protest  against  what 
one  said  was  “racism”  practiced 
by  BYU.  Washington  coach  Eric 
Hughes  also  had  a bucket  of 
disinfectant  water  thrown  in  his 
face  and  required  medical 
treatment. 

The  university  said  after  the 
incident  it  would  take  disciplinary 
or  criminal  action  against  the 
demonstrators.

Why  Forced  Religion? 


The  Utah  Legislature  has  passed  a bill  this  week  that,  in  effect,  makes 
it  compulsory  to  observe  the  Sabbath. 

The  “Common  Day  of  Rest  Act”  will  close  most  sales  outlets  in  the 
state  on  either  Sunday  or  Saturday.  Reports  are  that  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
Rampton  probably  will  not  veto  the  measure,  but  may  allow  it  to 
become  law  without  his  signature. 

As  of  yesterday,  the  Governor  had  received  over  three  hundred  letters 
from  private  citizens  on  this  bill,  and  the  letters  are  running  over 
two-to-one  against  the  new  law. 

The  main  question  that  has  to  be  asked  is  whether  the  new  law  can  be 
upheld  as  consititutional  or  not.  Can  a state  tell  business  when  they  can 
be  open  and  when  they  must  close?  Can  a religious  community  ramrod 
a bill  through  their  legislative  body  and  make  members  and 
non-members  alike  abide  by  it? 

It  seems  to  me  that  both  houses  of  the  Utah  Legislature  were  ready 
for  the  final  dash  towards  adjournment,  and  did  not  want  to  bother 
with  debate  over  the  issue.  This  has  been  the  problem  with  Utah’s 
legislature  in  the  past.  That  is,  don’t  make  waves  that  will  keep  us 
over-time,  even  though  it  may  be  important. 

If  the  bill  is  not  legally  wrong,  how  about  morally?  The  moral  point 
of  view  being,  do  we  impose  our  will  on  others?  It  was  Satan  s plan  to 
force  us  into  doing  the  right  thing,  even  if  we  didn’t  want  to.  This  new 
law  takes  on  the  same  over-tones. 

Th  bill  carries  no  criminal  penalties.  Violators  could  be  served  by  a 
court  injunction,  initiated  by  any  private  citizen,  or  any  county 
attorney.  Additional  violations  of  the  injunction  would  constitute 
contempt  of  court,  with  the  penalty  then  up  to  the  judge  who  issued 
the  injunction. 

The  way  it  is  worded,  any  good  Christian  can  save  a store  owner  from 
himself  and  initiate  action  against  the  business.  But,  this  kind  of  action 
isn’t  very  Christian  when  it  goes  against  everything  the  Master  preached 
and  lived  for-that  being,  freedom  of  choice. 

Don’t  force  people  to  think  and  do  as  you  do.  Live  the  best  you  can, 
and  maybe  next  time  they  won’t  have  to  pass  a law  to  keep  the  Sabbath 
day  holy.
